On Thursday, a New

car,

came up Market street, a 
narrow 


and none too safe thoroughfare 
at 


best, at a rate at least three times 
the legal limit. At the 
corner,

came so near striking a pedestrian 
that people on the streets fairly b/eld 


ignore t their breaths.

other cases, a serious accident was 
averted by mere good luck. 


Cars are sometimes driven 
down 


Congress street at the rate of thirty- 
five or forty miles an hour. 
Should 


a team come out of Fleet or Vaughan 
streets at such a time, no power on 
earth could prevent a collision with, 


it is practically certain, fatal 
suits. 


It is as sure as anything "can 


that if automobile scorching1 is 
stopped the 
newspapers

mouth will at no very distant day be 
called upon to record a fatal accident.

A hearing on the Atlantic 
Shore 


line liquor seizure case was held in 
the office of Trial Justice Aaron Burr 
'Cole at nine o'clock this morning. 
The amount 
of 
liquor 
seized 
by 


Sheriff George O. Athorne from the 
Atlantic Shore line express car 
on 


July 14 was ten 
quarter barrels and 


five cases of bottles, all containing 
malt liquors. 


The Atlantic Shore line contested, 


through Judge Samuel W. 
Emery, 


that the 
seizure 
was illegal, 
the 


liquor being consigned 
to 
respect- 


able private citizens. 
The claim on 


four of the quarter 'barrels was with- 
drawn before the hearing, however, 
as no consignees appeared and they 
could not be found. 


Sheriff Athorne was soon satisfied 


that the rest of the liquor was con- 
signed to private citizens and 
was 


not for sale, and it was ordered de- 
livered to the original consignees at 
York brickyards. 


Mr. Athorne admitted that he was 


looking for another lot, but that 
in 


order to be sure he was obliged 
to 


seize the whole amount, this being 
his first seizure of the kind.

St. 


Lawrence through the terrible gale 
of Oct. 3, 1851, his 
being the 
only 


vessel 
to 
weather it.

known as the Yankee gale, 
as

ate in it. 


Up to this Summer, he had been in 


active service, bringing in very cred- 
table trips of 
fish 
in his 
little 


wherry. 
His name of the 
oldest 


fisherman, in New England was well 
deserved. 


Capt. Tobey's death resulted from 
cold, contracted 
from

feet, 


which he got while at work around 
his boat.

IN A MARRIAGE MARKET. 


Odd Custom In a Prominent Runlan 


Mart for Wiv««. 


iPerhaps the best known of these 


Russians marriage markets Is the one 
that takes place annually at Klui, near 
Moscow, and which has just been held 
with the usual success. It occurs dur- 
ing the week of Epiphany 
(Russian 


stvie), and all the young women that 
vish to get married in the course of 
the year are mustered in a long row 
in the principal streets of that largo aud 
straggling country town. In order to 
make themselves attractive to the 
young men who come to see and ad- 
mire them they wear nearly all their 


, belongings on their backs. Their fin- 
ery does not consist only of their best 
clothes, but It includes a lot of old 
family trinkets, sometimes valuable 
scarfs, cloaks and furs, heavy silver 
Jewelry and necklacesjaekets showing 
rows of prettily clselated or filigree 
silver buttons, and many of the girls 
bring oven their linen and other do- 
mestic property along with them in 
gaudily painted chests and trunks, sit- 
ting on them like dragons watching a 
treasure. 


After 
exposing 
themselves 
for 


hours to the close scrutiny of the 
would-be benedicts the girls march off 
In a procession to church, there to per- 
form at the shrine of some saint par- 
ticularly potent in procuring connubial 
bliss, such as St. Chrysostom and St. 
Nzitanzen, worshipful prayers. 
On 


the way to church it is not onlypermis- 
able but good form for the young men 
to follow and accost one or the other 
of the girls in the way of conversation. 


If any two of the young people 


think they suit one another a formal 
visit is paid by the intended groom to 
the parents. 
But before the actual 


marriage is arranged a number of in- 
terviews takes place between the re- 
spective parents, every item of tho 
trousseau being exacted beforehand 
and noted down as part of the bride's 
dowry.—Harper's Weekly. 


A Robin and a Rat.

The Martian "Canals." 


After experimenting on the cracks 


and llssures that appear in cylinders 
and spheres subjected to pressure M. 
A. Baumann, an engineer of Zurich, 
Switzerland, has proposed tho follow- 
ing explanation of the markings on the 
planet 
Mars, ordinarily 
Known as 


"canals." Says the Revue Scientifique 
In a notice of M. Baumann's hypoth- 
esis: 
Mars may have a brittle, solid 


crust, with a more drastic nucleus, 
this difference of 
rigidity, depcndin 


simply on differences of temperature 
in the varios strata. When the planet 
cools contraction takes place, and tho 
outer layers yields little by little to 
the pressure. 
In places where the 


pressure is greatest, cracks—always 
double, as shown by M. Baumann in 
his experiments—appear. 
It is pos 


sible that afterwards, by the interven- 
tion of living beings, the edges of 
thoso cracks may have been removed, 
so as to form canals. But the same 
result may follow from the progres- 
sive enlargement of small fissures. 
Tho 
rectilinear 
canals 
indicate a 


homogenous constitution of soil. Fin- 
ally, the outer crust, now selid, may 
havo remained long In a plastic state, 
which would have prevented the form- 
ation of mountains.—Literary Digest.

NEW LINCOLN PORTRAIT. 


That of en English Artist Recently 


Brought to Light. 


There has just been resurrected 


from some out-of-the-way place in the 
Capitol an excellent^ portrait of Pres- 
ident .Lincoln, which for fifteen years 
has lain hidden away from general 
knowledge. It Is a full length, life 
size painting, and has a somewhat 
remarkable history. It was painted 
by one W. F. Travis, an Englishman, 
who, as the story goes, came to this 
country during the war, with the 
hope of joining the Union forces. He 
w_as, however, somewhat crippled, 
and was refused admission to the 
army because of his physical disa- 
bility. 


He then turned his attention to 


painting and sought a. sitting from 
President Lincoln, but could not ob- 
tain an audience. Finally he was for- 
tunate enough to meet the President 
in the street, and begged a sitting. Ths 
President said he had no time to 
grant sittings, but finally consented to 
one of fifteen minutes' duration. Dur- 
ing that time Travis so interested the 
President that he ^secured other sit-..

AT THE BIG FLOUR MILLS. 


Baking of Bread Regularly Carried on 


to Test Quality Before Shipment. 
"It Is surprising to note the difC-'r- 


enco that exhlsts between tho variou.; 
brands of flour/'said O. D. Hutchlnson, 
tho representative of one of the b s 
mills of Minneapolis, Minn. 
"It all 


depends on how the flour is milled and 
on tho kind of wheat from which it is 
made. Flour made from hard spring 
wheat will give from twenty to forty 
more loaves of bread por barrel than 
that made from tho soft winter wheat. 
It contains a larger percentage of glu- 
ten and absorbs moro water. 
Tho 


mills are exceedingly careful about the 
kind of flour they send out, and the 
testing department is one of the rr.ost 
important branches. 


"Aftor thf Hour is ground comes the 


crucial test. 
A sample is taken and 


made up into broad. \\v have four 
bakings a day. and from twenty 10 
thirty loaves arc baked each time. 
each one representing a sample of 
flour. After tho tost has bef'n made 
the bread is turned over lo tho Asso- 
ciated Charities. 


"You may havo noticed tbat the 


color of flour is no longer a marble 
white, but a creamy white. 
This 


comes from the fact that the rich por- 
tion of the grain, right under the 
woody ooating, is ground into tho flour. 
What is left can hardly bo cahed bran, 
for it is only tho coarsest part of the 
outer libre."—Milwaukee Sentinel.

public men of either party who sand 
free from pledges to any 
organiza- 


tion. They refer to the effort of he 
abor leaders to secuie the passage 
of an anti-injunction bill, as a direct 
step towards anarchy and an effort 
to take away the power of the courts 
and transfer it to the la'bor trust or 


capital 
trust, 
whichever 
migWt 


choose to revenge itself on working- 
men. 
To strip the courts of power 


to restrain organizations 
lirom 
at- 


tacking men or property, would place 
citiezns and communities in jeojardy, 
from any organization either of labor 
or capital which choose to use vio- 
lence, labor in its proposed attacks 
upon other workmen and property; 
capital H it should see fit to hire men 
to attack union workmen. 


This movement of citizens is based 


upon the theory of government that 
the community 
must 
protect 
its 


members from control of the people 
by any organization, class or trust.

It wa* in th« Indian wars of the latt 


'CD's down in New Mexico that the 
Biule was brought Into servlc* an ft 
Carriage for artillery. A force Of reg- 
ular Soldiers had been sent Into New 
Alexicio and Arizona to subdue tha 
tJomanche and Klowa trilids. All sup- 
plies were transported byi means ol 
mule pack trains. 


The soldiers took along with them 


mountain howitzers, which were car- 
ried on the backs of mules. 
It re- 


quired several -minutes to take th« 
guns from the backs of the animais, 
luount them and load and fire them. 
Before the operation could be gone 
through with the Indians would pick 
off a few men and mules and would 
be far away bofore the howitzers could 
be again put on the back of the mules 
and the onward march resumed. 


Then one army officer suggested fir- 


ing the howitzers from the back ot 
the mules. This experiment was made 
at old Fort Union, N. M., 
in 
tne 


summer cf ]S66. John Catlin, a resi- 
dent of Albany, who was a trumpeter 
in the Second United States Cavalry 
was present, and his story of tfc4 
test followH: 


A crowd gathered to see tho test. 


The target was across a canon from 
tho parade ground. 
An old patient 


looking mule was backed up to trie 
bluff over the canon and a well clean- 
ed and carefully primed 
mountain 


howitzer placed on its back. 
Under 


the direction of a young lieutenant 
a 
sergeant loaded the gun and ad- 


justed the mule so the shell would 
hit the target, 


The howitzer was fired by means 


of a fuse about six inches long. The 
mule stood patiently, half asleep, ana 
taking little Interest in the proceed- 
ings until the fuse began to spit, spit. 
epit, as those howitzer fuses were ac- 
customed to do when lighted. 
Then 


the animal began to exiuuit mild in- 
terest in the experiment, and to turn 
its head to see what was doing. 


As the fuse burned nearer the how- 


itzer, the mule's curiosity grew pro- 
portionately, and a further turning ot 
the head necessitated a change 
(n 


the animal's .position. 
Like a dog 


following its tail, that mule kept turn 
Ing to Fee what was causing tho dis- 
turbance on its back, and in a momont 
the crowd of soldiers, Mexicans, etc., 
were looking into the mouth 
of 
a 


mountain howitzer just ready to send 
a shell somewhere with considerauie 
velocity. 


Officers and men alike scrambled for 


cover. 
Some lay down, others ran in 


all directions. 
Tbe 
howitzer 
soon 


went off and th* shell went screeching 
straight 
for the officers' 
quarters.
